The Planning Board granted a 
Special Permit to Genetics Institute 
Tuesday night.

reviewed and approved by the Board of 
Health. 

Planning Board members expressed 
concern regarding the short-and long- 
term impact the complex could have on 
traffic. One of the conditions of the Spe- 
cial Permit is that Genetics will become 
involved with other developers and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works in working on a long-range plan to 
get traffic out to Route 125 and Interstate 
93 either through Wilmington or by the 
development of Burtt Road. 

For the short term, a traffic study re- 
ported that 80 percent of the traffic from 
Genetics will go out Ballardvale Street to 
Route 125 while only 20 percent will leave 
the area through Ballardvale. 

Genetics, founded in 1980 by two Har- 
vard University professors and with cor- 
porate offices in Cambridge, is a 
biotechnology company that isolates and 
reproduces human proteins in the making 
of medicines. It has progressed from a 
small research and development opera- 
tion into one of the top five biotechnology 
companies in the United States and is 
working toward becoming a commercial 
manufacturer and marketer of human 
pharmaceuticals, 

Genetics moved to its current Andovder 
location in 1988. 

The long-range plan for major devel- 
opment could provide a boost to And- 
over’s tax base. 

Genetics paid the town $230,000 in real 
estate taxes on property valued at $17.8 
million last year. The proposed addition 
of 1.4 million square feet of office and lab- 
oratory space would boost that value sig- 
nificantly.

construction and the possibility of a 
shrinking tax base due to revaluation this 
year, town officials are looking favorably 
at the Genetics’ plan for significant in- 
vestment here. 

Plan- 
ning Board member Hooks Johnston 
asked Susan Stott, board chairwoman, 
during the public hearing. 

The biotech industry is also bringing 
jobs to Andover. 

Genetics currently has 280 employees 
at the Andover location, 29 of whom are 
Andover residents.

Place a small sage plant in your garden 
and you'll be rewarded year after year. It 
seems to love New England soil and will 
grow lavishly in any sunny spot. In addi- 
tion to using fresh sage in recipes or bou- 
quets, you can dry it for wonderful 
grey/green color.

10 fresh sage leaves 

Olive oil 

Dry oreeane - sprinkling 

Freshly ground pepper 

Place erinbled ahha and several 
sage leaves under the skin of each chick- 
en breast. Baste Lig with olive oil 
and sprinkle with oregano and pepper. 
Bake in 325-degree oven 40 minutes. Turn 


oven to 400 and bake 10 minutes more.

Frank and Helen Eccles came to the 
academy in 1956. 

An 1943 graduate of Phillips, Mr. Eccles 
received a bachelor of science degree in 
mechanical engineering from Princeton 
University and an MA from Harvard. He 
did graduate study at the University of 
Wisconsin on a National Science Founda- 
tion grant. 

After seven years as an engineer for 
General Electric Corp. in upstate New 
York, Mr. Eccles joined PA’s mathemat- 
ics department where he held an indepen- 
dence foundation endowed chair for 
excellence in teaching until his retire- 
ment. 

Mr. Eccles was an early adviser to the 
academy’s Afro-Latino Society, coached 
varsity lacrosse and soccer, chaired key 
faculty committees, was a residential 
cluster dean (1973-’79) and a house coun- 
selor for 25 years.

Mr. Eccles has been an instructor and 
past director of Andover’s (MS)?: Math 
and Science for Minority Students, a six- 
week, fully funded summer opportunity 
for minority students to prepare for ca- 
reers in engineering, science and medi- 
cine. 

Out of that experience he helped design 
the Andover-Dartmouth Math Teachers 
Institute, which each summer brings to 
campus 30 teachers from urban high 
schools with large numbers of minority 
students to strengthen their command of 
secondary-school mathematics.

25 years ago, July 1965

Ms. Palmer decided to further publicize 
the controversy surrounding the library’s 
policy. 


On Friday, June 29, Ms. Palmer con- 
tacted all three television stations. 

“‘WBZ was the most receptive. All took 
the basic facts and only BZ got back to 
me,’’ she said. 


Before the interview, Ms. Shaw re- 
viewed the facts with Ms. Palmer. “Did 
the kids do the petition? What has the 
Mass. Civil Liberties Union said? When 
will the library board of trustees next 
meet?” she asked as she sat next to Ms. 
Palmer. 


The first subjects of Ms. Shaw’s inter- 
view were two students entering the 6th 
grade at Doherty Middle School, Janine 
Givens and Abby Spieler. Ms. Givens, 11, 
of 14 Marland Road, is the daughter of 
John and Cynthia Givens. Ms. Spieler, 10, 
of 16 Porter Road, is the daughter of Paul 
and Phyllis Spieler. 


They discussed the problems they and 
other friends have encountered at the li- 
brary. 

At first the girls seemed a bit self con- 
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era camped on his mammoth shoulders, 
the beamy lights and the presence of Ms. 
Shaw with her WBZ—TV 4 microphone. 
‘Pretend the camera isn’t there,”’ said 
the reporter, reassuring the two girls. 


Ms. Givens and Ms. Spieler then pro- 
ceeded to do well in expressing their 
views of Memorial Hall Library. The two 
spoke articulately as they relived some of 
what they said were the library’s ‘‘silly” 
policies, including being asked to leave 
the adult section and not being able to use 
certain materials. 


Ms. Spieler watched herself on tele- 
vision Tuesday night. “It was OK,” she 
said. 

The reporter then turned her attention 
to Ms. Palmer. Sitting comfortably in her 
chair, she answered all of Ms. Shaw’s 
questions in a cool, direct manner. 


Despite being a novice TV interviewee, 
Ms. Palmer was quite relaxed in front of 
the camera. Even her frisky cat’s acts of 
attention during the session did not seem 
to distract her. 


Immediately after the interview, Mr. 
Tate carried the equipment to the van. 
Meanwhile, the two women stood in the 
study, a small room surrounded by Ms.

They chatted casually a few minutes 
about their favorite books and authors, 
only a short time before Ms. Shaw was to 
interview Nancy Jacobson, director of the 
library.

The other important question is 
library function. Surely the li- 
brary is to be used as a place for 
quiet study and as an adjunct to 
our educational program. In edu- 
cating our young people, do we not 
seek to instill in them self-disci- 
pline? Our youngsters would do 
well to learn to respect the needs 
of those who use the library for 
serious study and to learn to ac- 
cept restriction on their freedom 
until they have arrived at a ma- 
ture age.

allowed to read and it was consid- 
ered acceptable for a child to vir-

Now it appears that the Andover 
library has sunk to Tucson’s level. 
What does a bookworm child with 
working parents do today? Not all 
children are disruptive; a quiet child 
who loves to read should not be de- 
prived of access to the adult stacks 
just because some children are diffi- 
cult. I hope that the library adminis- 
tration will reconsider and treat 
children as the individuals they are.

McDonald’s 
defends 
packaging 


Editor, Townsman: 

This letter is in response to a letter 
to the editor last week written by 
Connie Glore and Sean Donahue 
from ‘People for the Environment.” 
(“Environmentalists want Big Mac 
package change,” page 31, July 5 


Townsman. ) 

Although they also approached 
several other local users of polysty- 
rene packaging, including some gro- 
cery stores, apparently McDonald’s 
(we) were the only group that would 
meet with them and listen to their 
concerns about using polystyrene 
packaging. 

We also appear to be the only user 
of polystyrene packaging which they 
have chosen to single out. We were 
fortunate to be able to hold the meet- 
ing with Connie’s group on a day 
when the McDonald’s environmental 
consultant happened to be in the 
Boston area for another commit- 
ment. We asked him to join the 
meeting because Connie’s assertions 
were highly technical. 

My family, who lives in town, only 
owns the one McDonald’s here in 
Andover and has for 24 years. We 
are fortunate to be affiliated with a 
company that has an excellent re- 
cord of being a responsible local and 
global citizen. McDonald’s contin- 
ually evaluates all aspects of the 
business and when new research 
shows us that there is a better way 
to provide the same quality product 
in a way that is better for the envi- 
ronment, they make the change. 
This makes sense, whether it is from 
the perspective of a responsible fel- 
low human being on this planet, a 
consumer, a public relations per- 
spective or a business perspective. 

McDonald’s is still waiting for 
credible documentation for ‘‘People 
for the Environment’s’” claims. We 
have requested these both verbally 
and in writing. Many of the claims 
Connie Glore originally came to us 
with had nothing to do with the poly- 
styrene we purchase and pertained 
to other aspects of the plastics indus- 
try

packaging for the same reason hos-

pitals, schools, churches, other res... 


It is a sturdy, sanitary, good insula- 
tor and it is safe. Polystyrene foam 
is the packaging used in meat de- 
partments to put your meat, pork, 
poultry or seafood on. In a non- 
blown state, it may hold your yogurt 
or other items in the dairy or deli 
departmment. The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) is the federal 
regulating agency which monitors * 
and sets standards for food pack- 
aging. Before being approved for 
public use, all food packaging must 
first meet strict FDA standards. 
Polystyrene packaging is FDA ap- 
proved and safe for use. After more 
than a decade of widespread public 
use, polystyrene remains approved 
by the FDA. 

Since McDonald’s restaurants are 
very visible, people perceive us as 
being a major contributor to the so- 
lid waste problem when in actuality 
all quick service restaurants pack- © 
aging (both paper and foam) takes 
up an incredibly small portion of 
landfill space — about 1/4 of 1 per- 
cent or .0025. Because we are part of 
the solid waste solution, we have a 
polystyrene recycling program in 
place in our restaurant and we’re 
very proud of that. 

To futher respond to Connie’s con- , 
cerns, there are two main topics we 
should also address. 

(1) Polystyrene foam appears to 
be bulky, but is about 90 percent air 
and compresses easily in a compac- 
tor or under the weight of a landfill. 
Foam is an especially safe material * 
to put in landfills because it does not 
create dangerous toxins by biode- 
grading. It is chemically inert. Mod- 
ern landfills are designed to inhibit 
biodegradation and are actually 
storage areas. No significant addi- 
tional landfill capacity is created by 
biodegradation. 

(2) If polystyrene ends up in a 
modern incinerator that is properly 
maintained and operated, polysty- 
rene foam produces harmless, non- 
toxic ash, carbon dioxide and water 
vapor. Because it burns so efficient- . 
ly, it even acts as a secondary fuel 
source, making the incinerator hot- 
ter, creating a cleaner burning proc- 


ess. 

In 1976 McDonald’s commissioned 
the Standord Research Institute to 
do an environmental impact study 
comparing paperboard packing to 
polystyrene. At the time we were us- 
ing paper packaging and environ- 
mentalists were concerned about 
deforestation, pollution during the 
paper manufacturing process and 
the high use of energy involved in 
manufacturing paper. The study - 
concluded that, considering all as- 
pects, including manufacturing 
through disposal, polystyrene may, 
in fact, be superior to paper from an 
environmental standpoint. We then 
switched to foam packaging. 

McDonald’s and its packaging

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Board gives greento Genetics

plant last week. 

The Andover plant currently is recruit- 
ing for 45 positions ranging from mainte- 
nance supervisor, lab assistant, or 
process technician, to scientist. 

“We've been recruiting since we moved 
in here,” said Melinda Lindquist, director 
of corporate communications. ‘‘We’re a 
good source of employment.’’ 


What they do 

Genetics scientists discover and repro- 
duce proteins that are used in human 
pharmaceutical products. 


These proteins are produced by cells in 
very small amounts. By segregating or 
purifying these proteins and reintroduc- 
ing them into cells, which stimulate the 
protein production, Genetics scientists 
produce relatively larger amounts of the 
desired protein for use as medicine. 


The genetic material is discovered, seg- 
regated and frozen at the company labo- 
ratories in Cambridge. It is brought, still 
frozen, to the laboratories upstairs in the 
Burtt Road plant for refinement and fur- 
ther development. 


The Essex 
County Greenbelt 


When an order needs to be filled, up 
until now only for clinical testing, a few 
vials of protein are brought downstairs 
into cell culture ‘‘suites,”’ introduced into 
a growing medium, and incubated. 


The material goes through a growing 
process, moving from the vials to small 
tanks that are regulated for optimum 
growing conditions. The cell cultures 
eventually reach 2,500-liter tanks to com- 
plete the growing process. Each stage 
takes about a week. 


The protein is then segregated from the 
cells and the medium material to a nearly 
pure form that may fill only a couple of 


one-liter bottles, which are then frozen for 
shipping. 

The ee ee operates 24 hours a 
day in three shifts. 


Growth plans 


Genetics is only now — after 10 years — 
prepared to have its first products enter 
the commercial market. Three of these 
products currently are awaiting FDA ap- 
proval.

One is erythropoietin, (EPO), a protein 
that regulates production of red blood 


cells and could be used to treat anemia. 
EPO could reduce the need for kidney di- 
alysis, according to officials at Genetics. 


Another product is Factor VIII, a blood 
clotting protein used to treat hemophilia. 
The third protein, GM-CSF, increases 
white blood cell production and is ex- 


pected to help cancer patients avoid some 
of the side effects of chemotherapy. GM- 
CSF may also be used for bone marrow 
transplant patients and with AIDS pa- 
tients being treated with the drug AZT. 


Two other products, one for cancer the- 
rapy and another that could fight peri- 
odontal disease, are in the clinical 
development stage. 


As these i gecey are approved for the 
commercial market, the company is 


going to want to produce larger quantities 
of them. That’s why they are looking to 
expand their production facilities here in 
Andover.

The Twitchells are Christian Sci- 
entists and believe in spiritual heal- 
ing in place of conventional 
medicine. 

They were sentenced to 10 years 
probation and will be required to 
seek regular medical checkups and 
care for their other three children 
during that time. They are appeal- 
ing the verdict. 

Prosecutors in the case said the 
intention of the sentence was to pro- 
tect the remaining children, but 
church officials argue that it is an 
attempt to stop the Twitchells from 
practicing their religion. 

Ms. Cahoon is a life-long Christian 
Scientist, chairwoman of the exec- 
utive board of trustees for the First 
Church of Christ Scientists, at 278 N. 
Main St., and a spokeswoman for the 
church. The church has approxi- 
mately 100 members from Andover 
and surrounding towns. 

Ms. Cahoon is also a teacher at the 
Bancroft School. 

“T am the fourth generation and 
my nieces and nephews are the fifth 
generation of life-long Christian Sci- 
entists,’’ she told the Townsman. 

She has never been to a doctor ex- 
cept for a physical for her teacher 
certification. She relies instead on 
spiritual healing. 

“Our denomination has been suc- 
cessfully using the teachings of 
Mary Baker Eddy, the discoverer 
and founder of Christian Science 
which relies on prayer and spiritual 
healing as taught by Christ Jesus as 
a way of life, for over 100 years,”’ 
Ms. Cahoon said. 


Association plans

Approximately 50 to 60 church 
members discussed the Twitchell 
case during a gathering at the 
church in Andover Tuesday night, 
according to Ms. Cahoon. 

‘“‘We’re concerned, naturally, as 
Christian Scientists,’ she said. ‘‘It’s 
either ignorance or obstruction of 
justice.’’ 

The constitutional right to practice 
one’s choice of religion is being un- 
dermined, according to Ms. Cahoon. 

“This ultimately says the state 
can dictate how you will practice 
your religion and it is basically 
treading on the constitution, which 
separates the church and state,’’ she 
said. 

“It’s saying no matter how fatal a 
mistake the doctor makes, he is pro- 
tected and excused; but people who 
use the state law, which currently 
allows for this choice of spiritual 
healing as an alternative to (conven- 
tional) medicine, may be pros- 
ecuted.”’ 

Ms. Cahoon pointed out that Judge 
Sandra Hamlin, of the Suffolk Coun- 
ty Superior Court, would not allow 
the jury in the Twitchells’ case to 
know about state laws that protect 
the rights of Christian Scientists to 
treat their children with spiritual 
healing. 

“Tt’s too bad so many misconcep- 
tions were allowed to go uncorrected 
in the courtroom,” she said. 


The appeal will focus on four 
points, according to Ms. Cahoon: 
The judge’s exclusion of evidence re- 
garding the state laws; the judge’s 
instructions to the jury that parents 
must provide (conventional) medi- 
cal care for children; her exclusion 
of evidence relating to successful 
spiritual healings; and her decisions 
to allow the prosecuting attorney to 
interrogate Christian Science wit- 
nesses in violation of their rights to 
freedom from improper scrutiny of 
deeply held religious beliefs. 

e Supreme Judicial Court has 
overturned four murder convictions 
in the last three years because 
Judge Hamlin gave juries faulty in- 
structions, according to a report in 
the July 9 issue of The Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. 

“These improper trial procedures 
needing correction may, through an 
appeal process, reap blessings for 
more than Christian Scientists,’’ Ms. 
Cahoon said. 

“The members of the Andover 
Christian Science Church are watch- 
ing and praying for a right and just 
outcome for the Twitchells and we 
share a concern and compassion for 
the jurors who felt so deeply about 
the verdict that they were observed 
weeping as they left the courtroom. 
We are all praying that they find 
peace, too, as they learn of a law 
they hadn’t known existed,” Ms. Ca- 
hoon said. 


Ms. Cahoon is also concerned with 
the practical problems of enforcing 
the sentence. 

Who is going to monitor the Twit- 
chells’ adherence to Massachusetts 
laws while they are living in New 
York? And who is going to pay for 
their chilren’s court-ordered medi- 
cal care? 

The answers to these questions hit 
home with Ms. Cahoon, who has nev- 
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er had health insurance. 

She is not on a Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield plan with the town because 
the town has not picked up the option 
to cover spiritual healing practices, 
even though such care is recognized, 
and such and option is offered, by 
Blue Cross. 


“Right now I’m battling with the 
town,”’ Ms. Cahoon said. 

She is one of four Christian Scien- 
tists who are school teachers in And- 
over. The others are covered by the 
family plans offered by their hus- 
bands’ employers, according to Ms. 
Cahoon, who is single and doesn’t 
have that option. 


She is only a few years away from 
possible retirement and would like 
to get coverage for any healing serv- 
ices she may seek as she grows old- 
er, even though she said she’s not 
worried about it for now. 

She does her own spiritual healing 
and hasn’t had the need for the heal- 
ing services available through her 
church. She also would never consid- 
er seeking conventional medical 
treatment even if she were diag- 
nosed, for example, with cancer. 

“Positively. I would never go,” 
she said. 


Her grandmother was diagnosed 
with cancer and went on to live 20 
more years than doctors had pre- 
dicted. Ms. Cahoon credits spiritual 
healing and a faith in God for her 
grandmother’s extended life. 

“We use (God) everyday in our 
lives. It’s a way of life,” she said. 

The difference between use of con- 
ventional medicine and _ spiritual 
healing is a basic philosophical one, 
according to Ms. Cahoon. 

“We have to educate not only the 
legal system, but other people,”’ she 
said.
